In particular, there 
appears to be some confusion on the part of the Patent Office regarding die features and scope of these 
claims, which will be discussed. For example, the recitations of a comniunicarion encoding method and » 
disk drive are proper and the respective claims do not omit essential itei.os. In addition, there again 
appears to be some confusion on tbe part of the Patem Office regarding the nature and scope of -'computer 
readable medium" claims, which will be discussed. Funhermore. ihe reoitation of certain features in the 
claims is not indefinite, as will be shown and discussed.

164 and 171-180, as listed on pages 8-10. it is respectfully submitted thai these claims recite statutory 
subject matter, in accordance with, for example, M,PE.P. §§ 21 06-21 0t.02. Additionally, there again 
appears to be some confusion on the part of the Patent Office regarding die namre and scope of -'computer 
readable medium" claims, which will be discus^sed. 

4 Discuss 35 U S.C. § 102(e) rejections of claims MO, 24-33, 38 47, 65-74, 88-97, 102-1 U, 118- 
137, 1 55-1 64 and 1 71 -1 80 as allegedly being anticipated by Nazari. It i s respect&lly submmed that 
Nazari does not disclose numerous features recited in the claims of the present application.
